Arecent court decision has given 
a severe setback to bijlingual edu- 
cation in the United States. In an 
opinion by the U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals (9tH Circuit) in Lau v. Nich- 
ols, the court determined that the 
equal protection clause of the 14th 
Amendment extends no further 
than to provide Chinese-speaking 
children with English language de- 
和 ciencies the same facijlities，text- 
books，teachers and curriculum as 
is Provided to other children ip 
the same school district. 

The plaintiffs，non-English - 
speaking Chinese children,brought 
a class action in 1970 to compel 
the San Francisco Unified School 
District to provide special instruc- 
tion in English to be taught by bi- 
lingual teachers. By their own ad- 
mission，the school district de- 
scribed the grave deprivations suf- 
fered by plaintiffs in this case: 

“For Chinese-speaking children， 
the lack of English means poor 
performance in school. The secon- 
dary student is almost inevitably 
doomed to be a dropout and be- 
come another- unemployable in 
the ghetto. The only hope of re- 
ioving this cause of Poverty lies 
in adequate education，vastly dif- 
ferent in extent of services and in 
kind from what is available at 
Present，The existing soUrces are 
woefully inadequate”(May 1969). 

CAUSED BY STUDENTS 

In Lau v. Nichols，a class action 
on behalf of almost 3,000 San 
Francisco Chinese-speaking stu- 
dents who the Board of Education 
admist need special education, two 
out of three judges ruled against 
the students since “the language 
deficiency suffered by them was 
not caused directly or idirectly 
by any State action.” 

The majority stated that the lan- 
guage deficiency that the students 
suffered was caused by the stu- 
dents themselves in failing to learn 
the English language-. 


“This _ decision appears to be 


， against the weight of judicial au- 


thority guaranteeing equal educa- 


tional opportunity and is especial- 
]y contrary to one rendered by a 
SiInilar federal court in Texas， 
where compensatory bilingual edu- 
cation for Mexican-Americans was 
required on the basis of their cul- 
tural incompatibilities and English 
language deficiencies， according 
to staff attorney Paul Fong of the 
San Francisco Neighborhood Legal 
Assistance oundation's China- 
town office. 

Also the landmark case in Brown 
V. Board of Education stated that 
“where the state had undertaken 
to provide education, it is a right 
which, must be available on equal 
terms.” 

Submitting “friend of the court” 
briefs in support .of 也 e Chinese 
students”position were the U.S. 
government Justice Department 
and the 了 Harvard Center for Law 
and 卫 ducation，the latter goup 
recogmizing the students as8 “mem- 
bers of an identifiable racial mi- 
nority whbich has historically been 
discriminated against by state ac- 
tion in the area of education.” 

The majority，however，ruled 
that there was Do state action 
which caused the language defi- 
ciency and therefore，no require- 
ment under the Constitution to 
to remedy the deficiency with 
coinpensatory prOgrams. 

Judge Irving Hill, dissenting from 
the majority opinion，ruled that 
the board's Practice was Unconsti- 
tutional and a- violation of the 
14th Amendment, Judge Hill said， 
“When the state chooses to pro- 
vide education and makes atten- 
dance at school compulsory, it has 
a duty to g 负 ant to each child an 
equal educational opportunity and 
a duty to avoid illegal discrimina- 
tion. . . . To ascribe some fault to 
a grade school child because of his 
failing to _ learn the English lan- 
guage seems both callous and in- 
accurate.” 

The Chinatown office of the 
3S.F. Neighborhood Legal Assis- 
tance Eoundation will appeal this 
decision to the U.S Supreme 
Court.

DR. LOWE NAMED TO 
UBAC COMMITTEE 


Dr. Rolland Choy Lowe，chief 
of staff of the Chinese 了 Hospital， 
has been named to the United Cru- 
sade's newly formed Admissions 
and Allocations Committee set up 
to coordinate three existing UBAC 
committees- which make separate 
recommendations on how the 
UBAC dollar can best be spent to 
provide needed hurman services. 


Dr. Lowe explained the funding 
Process by saying,“TIhe Member- 
ship Commmittee reviews new agen- 
cies which apply for UBAC mem-- 
bership and recommends which of 
these should become regularly 
funded member agencies;i the Bud- 
get Committee recommends spe- 
cific annual allocations for each of 
the some 200 Crusade Imember 
agenciesi and the Concentrated 
Services Committee recommends 
funding for additional prnorty 
SerVices,primarily those concerned 
with disadvantaged youth . 

“It became obvious thatthe Cru- 
sade needed an interim coordinat- 
ing commaittee to look at the total 
funding Picture and then make its 
recommendation to the board of 
directors for final action,”he said. 
“Previously each of the three com- 
Imittees reported directliy to the 
board.”

PROTEST OF OEO CUTS 


February 19 over 300 persons protested President NIXon s 
Impounding of funds intended for anti-poverty Programs， 
especlally those for the Office of Economic Opportunity. 

The OEO programs in California have run about $99 mil- 
lion per year. They include hundreds of community action 
Servlces from Head Start to legal asslstance programs. 

In Chinatown，the loss of OEO Pprograms would be a 
devastating blow. Self-Help for the Elderly, legal assistance， 
the OEO -supported cooking school and manpower programs 
will have their support literally knocked out from under 
them 过 the President's cuts go through. TIhere are reports 
that the President is trying to kill OEO before Congress camn 
act. Already OEO employees are being dismilssed from their 
Posittons. 


It is doubtful that alternative funding can be found for so 
many necessary programs and indispensable community 
workers. Mayor Alioto is on his way to Washington to ap- 
peal for a continuation of government funding. It is impera- 
tive that the community send letters and wires to Congress- 
men and senators，especially Republicans, to ask that OEO 
be maintained at the present level. 

Perhaps President NIXon wants to be remembered as the 
President whose domestic pollicy was one of the worst in 
modern times. In dismantling the programs instituted by 
the late Lyndon Johnson，he is doing this country a great 
dhsservlice. 

In San Francisco Chinatown，we have observed first hand 
the excellent work and success of programs such as Self- 
Help. To lose such a program would be like cuttmng the 
heart out of Chinatown.

George Woo, associate professor 
of the Asian American Studies De- 
Partment at_ California State Uni- 
Verslty，9an Francljsco，spoke re- 
cently in opposition to the annual 
report on organlzed crime released 
by _ California Attorney General 
Evelle J. Younger. 

Younger said the great prepon- 
derance of gang-type killings re- 
sulted from conflicts between Chi- 
nese Youth gangs. 

In a Press conference held by 
the Asian Law Caucus in the 1obby 
of City Hall last December，Woo 
criticized the report because it is a 
Powerful tool that reinforces ste- 
reotyping and evokes hostility 
from the public which would af- 
fect all Asians. 

Woo said there was an increase 
of police sweeps and harassments 
of Asians following the release of 
Younger's report last October-“ 工 
was afraid of that when Iread the 
report,， he said. 

One of the main objections Woo 
Rad against the report was that the 
Chinese youth gangs were made 
comparable to the Mafia. 

“They don thave the manpower 
or the capital to organijze an Oper- 
ation such as the Mafia，said Woo. 
“The police action is a feedback 
from the report. It plays us in a 
very unreal comparison-” 

He said the report slanted the 
courts” decision and bail in many 
cases involving Chinese youth 
gang mermbers was increased. 

Woo cited one incident of a Chi- 
nese gang member，Jerry Leng， 
who was arrested for assault and 
battery two weeks ago. Leng's bail 
was set at 必 50,000，whereas the 
the normal amount for such a 
charge is between $5,000 and 
$10,000.
